Canada’s Railway Centenary

In behalf of Virginia, and on the 
altar of conscience, Lee had sacri- 
ficed all—the command of the United 
States Army, followed by certain 
victory, wealth, fame, perhaps the 
Presidency. Now, with no home and 
no business or profession, he was a 
paroled prisofer of war, disenfran- 
chised and incapacitated from hold- 
ing office. But his courage and in- 
tegrity remained uncompromising. 
When the Richmond bankers ar- 
ranged, without his knowledge, to 
have him elected as president of one 
of the great New York life insurance 
companies, with a salary ample if not 


princely, the General quietly dechned 
the position. He would not under- 
take a complicated business, of which 
he -was ignorant, nor would he per 
mit his name to be used to draw 
patronage. But when he was asked 
to become president of a broken- 
down college, Lee’s only misgivings 
were as to his competence to fill the 
trust. 

During the war he had invoked 
Divine approval. Now that the ‘final 
issue had been decided adiversely nw 
would not deny that God had 
spoken. The Southern leaders were 
hesitating. Some were defiant. A 
Confederate colony had been organ- 
ized in Canada; another in Mexico; 
but Lee applied to President John- 
son for a pardon and when this be- 
came known in the South the irrecon- 
cilables stood aghast.

Farm manure naturally consti- 
tutes a wery. valuable by-product on 
the average farm. This, howsvet, 18 
not always evident, judging from 
the lack of ‘effort madé by nmany 
farmers in getting it back to «e 
land with the minimum of loss. Re- 
turning manure to the soil js suv, w 


“the most efficient systems of main- 


taining soil fertility. If given proper 
care, it contains considerable quality 
each of nitrogen phosphoric acid ano 
potash in forms which readily be- 
come available for plant growth, In 
addition to the actual plant food 
contributed manure also aids humus 


to tthe soil, improves its water 
holding capacity and increases very 
materially the bacterial life. = 


In order to determine the actua! 
benefit derived from the anpiication 
of manure in a regular four-year 
rotation, including oats, barley. clo- 
ver hay and timothy hay, an exper- 
ment was started in 1925 at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Kapuskasing, Ontario. One = area 
was manured at the rate of sixteen 
tons, divided into two applications. 
One of 8 tons being disked in for 
the barley crop and a second of 8 
tons given to the timothy meadow as 
a top dressing. The other area re- 
ceived no manure of any kind. Over 
a ten-year period the percentage 1n- 
crease for the different crops on the 
rotation receiving the manure was as) 
follows: oats, 45.4; barley, 43.9; ) 
clover hay, 78.5; and timothy hay, | 
116.1. When the increase ine yields 
of the various crops are valued at 
market prices, the cash returi frora 
the manure applied -would be $1.65 
per ton.

‘Findings in the United 
States and Scotland have shown 
that ‘borax at rates ranging from 10 
to 20 pounds per acre are actually 
beneficial to potatoes on certain 
soils. Furthermore potatoes as weil 
as turnips m&y suffer as a regult of 
a@ lack of boron in the soil. nu.vn 
deficiency in the potato manifests 
itself in the fonm of & rolling of the 
leaves similar in some respects to 
the virus produced leafroll which 
may be accompanied in severe cases 
by dying of the tips and margins of 
the leaves and the development of 
dark or brown spots and etreaks in 
the flesh of the tuber. These symp- 
toms have been observed on potatoes 
from time to time on boron deficient 
soils. 

Growers are adivised not to ux 
‘borax, particularly for the control of 
potato ailments until the remedv 
has been thoroughly tested 
small scale on their land. Iv 
be well in this connection to consult 
the nearest Dominion Plant Pacho- 
logical Laboratory for advice on this 
matter. Some of the injury to pota- 
toes caused by the use of borax im 
the past was, it is now _ believed, 
frequently due to the

HORSELESS CARRIAGE RULES 
MADE BY CANADA IN 1902 

OTTAWA, Can.—Search of the 
files of the Canadian Government 
shows that as recently as 1901 there 
were no regulations in the Customs 
Department governing the adimit- 
tance of ‘“horseless carriages’ to this 
coumtry. 

The first recorded enquiry is 
dated December 27, 1901, and was 
from the Automobile Club of Amer-: 
ica, in New York. It asked for a 
copy of the Canadian regulations. In 
1902 more than fifty enquiries came, 
and some cars were shipped to Can- 
ada, by boat or train, because roads 
to the border were not good. By 1903 
the movement of motor cars into 
Canada was approaching what then 
were considered imposimg propor- 
tions, and definite rules were made, 
after some experiment, which per- 
mitted admission of cars without a 
duty deposit. 

Today more than one million Uni- 
ted States cars enter Canada each 
year, and three or four millions of 
Americans enjoy brief or prolonged 
vacations in this country.

Here are two recipes to follow when 
blueberries and blackverries are on 
the market: 

Blueberry and Rhubarb Jelly 

3 cups (114 Ibs.) juice 

4 cups (1% Wbs.) sugar 

1 box powdered fruit pectin 
To prepare juice, crush about 114 
pounds fully ripe blueberries. Bring 
to a boil and simmer, covered, 5 
minutes. Cut in 1-inch pieces (do not 
peel) about 1% pounds fully ripe 
rhubarb and put through food chop- 
per.

Republican hopes are based lange- 
ly upon the fact that party control 
has been wrested from the hands of 
elderly leaders of ultra-conservative 
views and taken over by a group of 
young men who, the Republicans be- 
lieve, can put on a campgign which 
will attract the young voters upon 
whose ballots victory next November

Deep penetrating wounds, particu- 
larly of the hands or feet, and gun- 
shot or powder wounds are serious. 
Any tetanus bacilli carried into such 
wounds find therein a peculiarly fa- 
vourable opportunity for growth, 
shut off from the air in warm ana 
moist surroundings. 


Every wound which is anything 
more than a scratch requires sicrtled 
care. Wounds of the kind described 
will usually have to be opened in 
order that all foreigm material may 
be removed. In every case where 
there is the slightest cause for sus- 
picion, tetanus antitoxin is given. 
This is a preventive measure, and it 
ig practically true that it is specific. 

The name “lockjaw’’ comes from 
the rigidity of the muscles, a symp- 
tom of tetanus, which prevents the 
opening of the jaws. Tetanus has a 
very high mortality rate, thérervre, 
is extremely impor- 
tant. Tetanus can be prevertted 
through the proper care of all 
wounds and the use of tetanus anti- 
toxin.

GOV'T. LICENSE WANTED 
5,000 FUEL OIL MEN 


Licenses from approximately 4,800 
fuel oil dealers in this province will 
be required under regulations just 
issued by the lieutenant-governor- 
in-council and published in the cur- 
rent issue of the Alberta Gazette. 

Formerly, a $2 permanent license 
was required from retail dealers. 
This‘is now abolished, while licenses 
for wholesalers and retailers are re- 
quired ona graduated scale. 

Mhe fee for wholesalers ranges 
from $2.50 to $5.00, depending on the 
volume of business handled. 

The retailer's license for each 
outlet is $1, including one pump, 
with an additional fee of $1 for each 
pump in excess of one, installed in 
such outlet. 

Licenses are to be issued by the 
board of public utility commission- 
ers, instead of by the deputy provin- 
cial secretary as required under 
former regulations. 

Power is given the board to at 
any time suspend a license. Every 
license granted for the year 1936 
shall expire at midmight on March 
31, 1937, while subsequent licenses 
are to expire on March 31 in each 
year. 

The regulations provide that no 
licensee shall conduct any lotteries 
or games of change for the purpose 
of promoting the sale of fuel oil.

You have read, of course, the story of the French Revolution. Riot 
and pillage swept through Europe's noblest city; proud necks were 
bowed upon the block; the gleaming knife descended; wise heads and 
beautiful heads rolled together into the basket. : 

; Ask almost anybody the question: “How many met death by the 
guillotine?” and the answer ‘probably will be: “Tens of thousands.” 

Recently I had occasion to look up the figures. It appears that in 
the fifteen months from March 1793 to, June 1794, 1251 men and women 
were sent, to the guillotine in Paris. The highest computation that we 
can make of the increase in the death rate in the city in that period is 
that it rose from 27.8 per thousand to around 30—nothing to be com- 
pared with what an influenza epidemic or a list of automobile casualties 
can do in this country today. 

France was as near to chaos as any modern country has been at 
any time. Yet even through this chaos we must assume that bakers rose 
early and fired their ovens, the butcher slaughtered his animals, the 
grocer chaffered with the farmers, the mothers scrubbed the faces of 
their children and packed them off to school. The actors played in 
theatres; the people walked the streets. , 

I was quoting these historical facts recently to a rich and apoplectic 
gentleman who had been arguing that the United States is about to 
come to an end. I said: “You confuse your personal fortunes with the 
fate of the nation. You are going ‘to lose some money, perhaps, but the 
country is not going to die. People will keep on getting married, having 
babies, telling lies, engaging in silly quarrels and drinking too much 
coffee, just as they always have done. You and I, who have had things 
easy up to now, may not be quite so comfortable. But the race goes on.”

: When the market crashed in the fall of 1929 I happened to be visit- 
ing a rich man who, though still fairly young, had about made up his 
mind to retire. In four days two-thirds of his fortune was Swept away;

around the borders of the pond on his farm.
